Congressman  Jim  McCrery 

Louisiana's  Fourth  District 

Representative  Jim  McCrery's  standing  in 
the  United  States  Congress  as  one  of  its  most 
influential  members  directly  benefits  the  LSU 
Health  Sciences  Center  in  Shreveport  and  the 
entire  citizenry  of  the  Fourth  Congressional  Dis- 
trict, which  encompasses  northwest  and  west 
central  Louisiana. 

A  senior  member  of  the  powerful  House 
Ways  and  Means  Committee,  Congressman 
McCrery  sits  as  chair  of  its  Select  Revenue  Mea- 
sures Subcommittee.  One  impartial  assessment 
of  Representative  McCrery's  effectiveness  in  the 
Congress  came  from  the  prestigious  Congres- 
sional Quarterly  that  called  Representative 
McCrery  a  "key  player"  on  the  Ways  and  Means 
Committee.  In  addition,  he  serves  on  the 
Health  and  Human  Resources  subcommittees. 
These  appointments  uniquely  position  him  to 

assist  the  LSU  Health  Sciences  Center  in  Shreveport  in  matters  of  federal 
healthcare  policy. 

Congressman  McCrery  has  been  recognized  as  one  of  the  most  thoughtful 
members  of  the  United  States  Congress,  focusing  on  solving  America's  chal- 
lenges by  looking  beyond  politics  of  the  moment  and  toward  long-term  perma- 
nent solutions.  Now  serving  his  seventh  term  in  the  United  States  House  of 
Representatives,  Congressman  McCrery  was  characterized  by  former  Ways  and 
Means  Chairman  Bill  Archer  as  "one  of  the  most  knowledgeable  members  of  the 
House  on  the  issue  of  welfare  reform." 

He  helped  write  the  legislation  passed  by  the  106th  Congress  to  help  seniors 
cope  with  the  high  cost  of  prescription  drugs.  He  was  also  instrumental  in 
passage  of  the  Health  Care  Accountability  and  Portability  Act  of  1996  which 
was  signed  into  law  and  made  healthcare  portable  and  more  affordable  for 
millions  of  Americans.  In  the  104th  Congress,  Representative  McCrery  focused 
on  preserving  the  fiscally  troubled  Medicare  program  by  co-authoring  the  Medi- 
care Preservation  Act.  He  served  on  the  exclusive  House-Senate  Medicare  con- 
ference committee  in  the  fall  of  1995. 

Honors  awarded  to  Representative  McCrery  have  included  the  Guardian  of 
Small  Business  Award  from  the  National  Federation  of  Independent  Business, 
the  Spirit  of  Enterprise  Award  from  the  U.S.  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  the 
Guardian  of  Seniors'  Rights  Award  from  the  60  Plus  Association. 

Congressman  McCrery  was  born  in  Shreveport  where  he  and  his  wife,  the 
former  Johnette  Hawkins,  and  their  sons,  Scott  and  Clark,  make  their  home. 
They  are  members  of  First  United  Methodist  Church. 


ACADEMIC  HERALDRY:  THE  SYMBOLS  OF 

LEARNING 


The  college  or  university  commencement  procession,  in  the  United  States  and 
abroad,  is  a  pageant,  alive  and  bright  with  dress  and  ceremony.  Its  history  can  be 
traced  to  medieval  European  universities  of  the  eleventh  and  twelfth  centuries. 
Continued  recognition  of  the  need  to  preserve  scholarly  dignity  and  meaning  resulted 
in  universities  establishment  for  academic  dress.  American  universities  agreed  on  a 
standard  system  in  1895  and  designed  a  suitable  code  for  academic  dress  for  the 
colleges  and  universities  of  the  United  States.  In  1932,  the  American  Council  on 
Education  presented  a  revised  code  which  governs  the  style  of  academic  dress  today. 

The  principal  features  of  academic  dress  are  three:  the  gown, 
the  cap,  and  the  hood. 

The  Gown.  The  flowing  gown  originated  during  the  twelfth  century.  It  has 
become  symbolic  of  the  democracy  of  scholarship.  As  such,  it  completely  covers  any 
dress  of  rank  or  social  standing.  It  is  black  for  all  degrees,  with  pointed  sleeves  for  the 
Bachelor's  degree;  long,  closed  sleeves  for  the  Master's  degree;  and  round  open  sleeves 
for  the  Doctor's  degree.  The  gown  worn  for  the  Bachelor's  or  Master's  degree  has  no 
trimmings.  The  gown  for  the  Doctor's  degree  is  faced  down  the  front  with  velvet  and 
has  three  bars  of  velvet  across  the  sleeves,  in  the  color  distinctive  of  the  faculty  or 
discipline  to  which  the  degree  pertains.  For  certain  institutions  the  official  colors  of  the 
college  or  university  may  appear  on  the  gown  or  its  decorations. 

The  Cap.  The  freed  slave  in  Ancient  Rome  won  the  privilege  of  wearing  a 
cap.  Thus,  the  academic  cap  is  a  symbol  denoting  the  freedom  of  scholarship  and  the 
responsibility  and  dignity  with  which  the  wearer  is  endowed.  Old  poetry  records  the 
cap  of  scholarship  as  a  square  to  symbolize  the  book.  Other  authorities  claim  that  the 
cap,  or  "mortar  board"  is  a  symbol  of  the  masons,  a  privileged  guild.  The  color  of  the 
tassel  denotes  the  discipline,  although  a  gold  tassel  may  be  worn  with  a  doctoral  gown. 

The  Hood.  The  heraldic  design  of  the  hood  symbolizes  an  inverted  shield 
with  one  or  more  secondary  color  chevrons  on  the  background  color  of  the  college  or 
university.  The  color  of  the  facing  of  the  hood  denotes  the  discipline  represented  by 
the  degree,  and  the  color  of  the  lining  designates  the  college  or  university  from  which 
the  degree  was  granted.
